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Highlights Of The Past Year- 1980 IN Review 


JANUARY 


1... The Elba Fire Dept. was called to a 
fire at the Dewey Barnes home on 
Monday, Dec. 29, and extinguished a 
blaze that caused moderate damage to 
the modern brick residence. 


8...Suits seeking over $42 million in 
damages are being tried this week in 
Circuit Court. Sued in the case are two 
Opp druggists--Ted Roquemore, owner 
of Ted’s Pharmacy, and Lloyd Sellers, 
owner of Dean's #harmacy, along with 
Purolater Courier Corp. 


15...A public hearing on the proposed 
connector road from the Brundidge 
Highway to the Kinston Highway via 
Troy Highway, Taylor Mill Road and 
Opp Highway, was held last Thursday 
night at the Elba Elementary School 
with 79 local citizens present. 


22...The Elba City Council considered 
several yery important items at the 
Monday night meeting, including hospi- 
tal expansion and a three-year recrea- 
tion project. 


29...A routine search Saturday night of 
the smoldering ruins of a 1978 Ford 
pickup truck revealed the charred 
remains of a Ft. Rucker soldier--Jimmy 
E. Tucker, age 31. 


FEBRUARY 


5...The third fire this winter hit the 
small town of Glenwood about 3:30 a.m. 
Saturday, totally destroying a home and 
its contents. Win Westbrook, 22 of 
Elba, was driving through Glenwood 
and happened to spot the fire and 
awakened its only occupant, saving the 
life of Wilson Hughes. 


12...The heavy rains that drenched all 
arcas of South Alabama on Tuesday, 
Feb. 10, took their tol! on roads 
throughout Coffee County, and County 
Engineer Bill McClain reports it could 
take as long as several months for his 
crews to finish repairs on all the 
damage. 


19...Three arrests have been made and 
Grand Jury indictments received in the 
murder of a Ft. Rucker soldier who's 
body was discovered in a burned 
pickup truck near Kinston. Arrested 
were LaDonna Tucker, Douglas Ard and 
Donald Ray Ard. 


26...A raccoon appeared on the front 
doorsteps of Malcolm Harper last 
Saturday and lab reports showed the 
animal had rabies. The area is located 
two miles west of New Brockton on 
Highway 84 in the Jehovah Witness 
Church area. 


MARCH 


5...A Coffee County jury has found 
former Elba businessman Frank Ashe 
guilty of second degree arson for the 
burning of his car dealership in May. 
The jury reached the verdict after two 
hours of deliberation. 


12...The citizens of Elba and surround- 
ing areas breathed a sigh of relief early 
Tuesday night when the word came that 
accused murderer Donald Ray Ard had 
been recaptured and was back in 
custody at the Coffee County Jail. Ard, 
28, had escaped earlier in the day and 
eluded police for almost seven hours 
prior to his capture. 


19...Local officials will begin enforcing 
Elba’s new dog leash law on April 1 
and, according to. Mayor Bob English, 
that isn’t soon enough for many people. 
Under the new law, dogs older than 
three months will not be able to run 
loose within the police jurisdiction of 
Elba. 


26...The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
March 23, in Elba, and discussed the 
possibility of filing a lawsuit against the 
state in an effort to receive payment for 
the expenses incurred by state prison- 
ers while housed in the County Jail. The 
state now owes over $62,000 for the 
inmates. 


APRIL 


2...A front page picture shows Marion 
Brunson and Lorene Bryan, recipients 
of last year’s Man and Woman of the 
Year honors, congratulating this year’s 
winners--Rex Boutwell and Marsha 
Oggs. The award was given by the Elba 
Pilot Club. 


9...Coffee County Tax Assessor W. T. 
(Mack) McKinney died Sunday morning 
in a Dothan hospital following an 
extended illness. McKinney had served 
as tax assessor for more than three 
years, and was also the former operator 
of the Rawls Hotel in Enterprise. 


16...James Hammonds has reached an 
agreement with the City of Elba to 
initiate a Green Life Project. The project 
will include donating five acres of land 
as a garden plot to allow citizens over 60 
an opportunity to grow their own 
vegetables, 


23...Almost five years ago, Jim and 
Myrna Rhoades were told to spend as 
much time as possible with their infant 
daughter, and were given little hope by 
medical specialists that the child would 
celebrate her first birthday. Today, 
Robyn Rhoades runs and plays as 
actively as any other five-year-old, and 
next fall will be taken off chemo- 
therapy, which has been used to battle 
two rare types of leukemia. 


30...Sheriff Brice Paul met with the 
Coffee County Commission and stated 
he needed three additiomal jailers to 
provide adequate protection to the 
citizens of the county. The new employ- 
ees would cost over $12,000 in salaries 
and the commission voted to table the 
request. 


MAY 


7...Elba Mayor Bob English released 
the following statement late Wednesday 
afternoon--*‘Through our bookkeeping 
department at City Hall we have 
discovered what appears to be a 
shortage of water, electric and city 
funds. Our auditors were called in to 
confirm our findings. All our findings 
have been turned over to the district 
attorney for investigation.” 


14...A car-tractor trailer collision Mon- 
day evening about 7:30 p.m. resulted in 
serious injury to Kenneth Dale Maddox, 
age 16, of Elba. Maddox was driving a 
1970 Pontiac LeMans Sport south on 
Adkinson Street when it collided in the 
intersection with the tractor-trailer rig. 


21...Pam Williams, a 17-year-old 
blonde, was crowned Miss Elba during 
pageant festivities Tuesday night. As 
the reigning beauty queen, Miss Wil- 
liams will represent the city at various 
functions and events, including the 
National Peanut Festival Pageant to be 
held in Dothan. 


28...Edna M. Douglas, age 57, drowned 
Sunday afternoon while on a swimming 
outing at the Pea River, north of Elba. 
She had reportedly gone to the swim- 
ming and picnic area known as Harper's 
Bottom, and was discovered floating 
downstream several hundred yards 
from where she had last been seen. 


JUNE 


4...Billy Joe Magwood now awaits a 
final sentencing from Circuit Judge 
Riley Green following a recommenda- 
tion that the 29-year-old Viet Nam 
veteran die in the Alabama electric 
chair. An all white jury found Magwood 
guilty Tuesday of aggravated murder in 
the 1979 shooting death of Coffee 
County Sheriff C. F. (Neil) Grantham. 


11...John Bradshaw, age 65, was killed 
instantly Monday afternoon shortly 
after 1 p.m. in a three-vehicle acci- 
dent.

17,..Charles David Stokes pled guilty 
last week in Coffee County Circuit Court 
to a first degree assault charge and was 
granted three years’ probation by Judge 
Terry Butts. Stokes was charged in the 
May 31 shooting of 18-year-old Rocky 
Strickland.

OCTOBER

The commission accepted the low bid 
from Couch. 

The commission approved the hiring 
of three clerks for various county 
offices, with one to be used in the 
commission office, one in the Enter- 
prise probate office, and one in the 
office of the revenue commissioner. The 
clerk in the commission office was 
allocated in the budget, while the other 
two positions were filled because of 
need, 

The commission discussed its plans 
to appeal Judge Gamble’s contempt 
order, but would not comment on the 
matter any further. The commission 
also told Probate Judge James I 
Sawyer to wait before giving instruc- 
tions to the architect concerning jail 
plans. 

A bridge on the Airport Road in Elba 
will soon be repaired due to action taken 
Monday.

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Our Schools 


By JOHN OSBURN 

In only thirteen days the 
1982 regular session of the 
Alabama Legislature will 
convene in Montgomery to 
begin work. For the next 
several months the people of 
Alabama will fuss, discuss, 
observe, and lobby as the 
men and women who com- 
pose the house and senate 
struggle with the problems of 
funding different functions of 
State government. 1982 
promises to be a very inter- 
esting legislative session for 
several reasons. First and 
foremost is the fact that 1982 
is an election year in Afa- 
bama. This in itself is eneugh 
to make any legislative ses- 
sion one of great interest. In 
addition, during the 1981 
session of the Alabama Leg- 
islature, the Budget Isolation 
Bill, which requires consider- 
ation of the budgets before 
other bills, was passed. 
Many legislative observers 
are aware of the fact that 
traditionally the General 
Fund Budget and Education 
Budget have been mid-night 
actions by the Legislature, or 
reasons for special sessions. 
Thirdly, the Legislature must 
deal with funding essential 
functions of state govern- 
ment from a static economy. 
Most people will admit that 
the economy is in a state of 
recession, with the prospects 
for growth dim. Even dim- 
mer are the prospects for 
new taxes from which to 
derive new sources of reve- 
nue for program funding. 
The bottom line evolves into 
a situation where the people 
of Alabama are going to see a 
great deal of internal fight- 
ing for the existing revenue. 


SALE 
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Not the least of the par- 
ticipants in the legislative 
arena for the 1982 session 
will the the *‘Education Fam- 
ily,"" consisting of elemen- 
tary/secondary _ education, 
two-year colleges and trade 
schools, and four-year col- 
leges and universities. I have 
attempted to compose a list 
of what appears to be five 
funding priorities which will 
be of concern to elemen- 
tary/secondary education. 
This is by no means an 
attempt to conclude any ac- 
tion that might be taken on 
these issues, but only to 
identify some of the issues 
that will be of a legislative 
nature. 

1. Foremost on the list of 
issues is a salary increase. 
Every type of figure from 
fourteen percent to twenty- 
five percent has been men- 
tioned by different facets. 
Needless to say, calls for a 
Salary increase can and will 
become a most volatile issue. 

2. The Statewide Kinder- 
garten Program will be of 
great concern. Currently, 
Alabama is one of five states 
that do not have a fully 
funded kindergarten pro- 
gram. Continued phasing in 
of the program will be a pri- 
ority issue. 

3. Inflation has greatly 
increased the cost of text- 
books. Prices go up with each 
new adoption. With tech- 
nological changes and ad- 
vances it is imperative that 
we maintain up-to-date text- 
books. 

4. Transportation costs 
have sky-rocketed. The cost 
of a new school bus has 
doubled over the past ten 
years. Concurrently, the cost 
for fuel and maintenance has 
increased, 

5. State and federal legis- 
lation over the past ten years 
has mandated increased and 
improved services for the 
handicapped. Much progress 
has been made in this area. 
Continued and _ increased 
funding is necessary if full 
implementation is to be 
achieved. 

These five funding issues 
are like a grain of sand on the 
beach when compared to the 
total spectrum that the 1982 
Legislature must deal with. I 
have listed these only as 
examples of some concerns. 
As we enter into the new 
year and the pending legis- 
lative session, | extend my 
best wishes to the legis- 
lators of this state who must 
deal with what appear to be 
almost insurmountable prob- 
lems. 

And now for the ‘*Head of 
the Class."’ 

It iswvith a great deal of 
regret that we say good-bye 
to Mr. Charles Pearce. Mr. 
Pearce has served this sys- 
tem well as principal of the 
Elba Middle School for the 
past three years. The contri- 
butions made by Mr. Pearce 
will remain even though 
today is the last day of Mr.

The telephone tax was 
initially imposed by Con- 
gress during World War I as 
a ‘‘temporary’’ measure. Al- 
though repealed briefly after 
the war, it was reinstituted 
during the depression, and, 
at one time, rates were as 
high as 25 percent on long 
distance calls and 15 percent 


on locai calls. lt stayed at 10 
percent for nearly 20 years. 

Congress voted to gradu- 
ally eliminate the tax by 
dropping the rate 1 percent 
each year beginning in 1973. 
However, legislation enacted 
in 1980 continued the tax at 2 
percent through 1981. And’a 
tax bill passed this year 
continues the 1 percent rate 
through 1984.

Meek, Jr., has been dead 
eight years, so they had 57 of 
the 65 years together. 

They had three children 
together, but lost one, James 
Douglas, in World War I, 
when the ship in which he 
was traveling exploded, kil- 
ling most of the passengers, 
Mrs. Meek has two daught- 
ers--Dot Meacham, of Elba, 
and Nell Russell, of Quincy, 
Fla. 

Mrs. Meek was born and 
reared in the Curtis Commu- 
nity of Elba, the daughter of 
George and Florence Parker. 
Her family lived for a short 
time around 1899 in Point 
Washington, Fla., until a 
number of babies in that area 
began dying with colitis. Her 
parents moved back to Elba 
in hopes of preventing the 
loss of any of their children. 

Of eight children born to 
her parents, five are still 
living. One boy died only 
about one month after his 
birth, and Mrs. Meek lost 
two of her brothers within 
the last year--Eugene and 
Aubrey Parker. 


Mrs. Meek has one 
sister--Cleone Blackstock, of 
Kinston, and three brothers, 
all now retired--Andrew Par- 
ker, of Elba, George Parker, 
of Ft. Walton Beach, Fla., 
and Neil Parker, of Eloise,

The older children of her 
family looked after the 
younger ones, Mrs. Meek 
said. In fact, she looked after 
one of her brothers, ‘‘num- 
ber five,’’ so much that he 
was closer to her than to their 
mother, she added.

seeking a place to hunt 
where deer are available and 
where you won't have to 
practically rub elbows with 
other hunters, often over- 
looked are the following 
three wildlife management 
areas in the state. 

The three areas are: But- 
ler, 23,280 acres near Chap- 
man southwest of Green- 
ville; Blue Springs, 23,740 
acres south of Andalusia in 
Covington County; and Oak- 
mulgee, 44,500 acres west of 
Centreville. These manage- 
ment areas are home for 
sizeable populations of har- 
vestable deer. Surprisingly 
they experience less hunting 
pressure than many of the 
other management areas. 

For example, on the But- 
ler Wildlife Management 
Area there were 90 known 
deer harvested by archery 
hunting in a season which 
ran from October 15 through 
November 15. 

During the first two days 
of the gun hunt, 70 bucks 
were harvested and 1,400 
man-days of hunting were 
recorded. The largest weight 
was 190 pounds and the 
largest rack displayed 12 
points. 

The next gun stalk hunt 
for antlered bucks only is 
scheduled for January 21-23. 
Archery hunters may stalk 
hunt for antlered bucks 
through January 25. Primi- 
tive weapons hunts were 
scheduled for hunter's 
choice, except spotted fawns, 
on December 21-22 and Jan- 
uary 1-2. 

Blue Springs Wildlife 
Management Area supports 
a plentiful population 
of deer, according to Ken- 
neth Johnson, District Wild- 
life Biologist in South Ala- 
bama, who says, ‘‘Blue 


Springs needs more hunting 
pressure.’”” 

On this area, the next gun 
stalk hunt for bucks only is 
scheduled for January 11-13. 
The next dog hunt for ant- 
lered bucks only is scheduled 
for January 5-6. Archery 
hunters may stalk hunt for 
antliered bucks only through 
January 25. A primitive wea- 
pons hunt for hunter's 
choice, except spotted fawns, 
is scheduled for January 
15-16. 

On Oakmulgee Wildlife 
Management Area during 
the first gun stalk hunt of the 
season on November 20-21, 
102 deer were harvested by 
1,353 hunters. A week later 
52 deer were taken by 2,045 
hunters. The next gun stalk 
hunt for antlered bucks only 
on Oakmulgee is set for Jan- 
uary 8-9. 

Archery hunters on Oak- 
mulgee Wildlife Manage- 
ment Area have until Janu- 
ary 15 in the current hun- 
ter’s choice season. This 
season began on October 15. 
Stalk hunters using primi- 
tive weapons on a hunter's 
choice hunt may go afield on 
January 22-23.

the state, and recently a 
7-pound striped bass was 
caught by a state biologist 
and released. 

The lake has been closed 
to the public since August 
15, but Bill Reeves, of the 
Conservation Department, 
reports the lake is in good 
condition. 

“The closing gave the 
fish a chance to grow and 
multiply,"" said Reeves, 
“‘and the lake has been fer- 
tilized all along. It hasn't 
been hurt by the closing, as a 
matter of fact, it has probab- 
ly helped to an extent. The 
fish should be good and 
hungry.”” 

Reeves added that plans 
are to replace all wooden 
planks in the fishing pier and 
clean up the picnic area. If 
funds are received from the 
state, additional picnic tables 
and campgrounds will be 
added. 

Mr. Dean, a native of 
Letahatchee, is a profession- 
al bird dog trainer, and 
recently managed a 
9,000-acre shooting reserve 
in Phenix City. He stated the 
“lake is filled with catfish 
and I've been feeding them 
so they'll be easier to catch.”’

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Unemployment 


Continues 


To Increase 


Alabama's unemploy- 
ment rate continued its up- 
ward spiral in November, 
according to Franklin H. 
James, Director of the Ala- 
bama Department of Indus- 
trial Relations. The Novem- 
ber rate measured 11.4 per- 
cent, up from 10.8 percent in 
October. James noted that 
the state’s unemployment 
rate mirrored that of the 
nation, which advanced from 
7.5 percent in October to 7.9 
percent in November. 

November's rate was con- 
siderably higher than a year 
ago, when unemployment in 
Alabama measured 8.7 per- 
cent. The national rate also 
advanced significantly over 
the 7.1 percent recorded in 
November 1980. 

Continued cutbacks in the 
manufacturing division and 
the winding down of agri- 
cultural harvest activities 
with the onset of cold weath- 
er were primarily responsible 
for the upswing in the num- 
ber of unemployed; the hir- 
ing of Christmas temporaries 
in the wholesale and retail 
trade sector only partially 
offset factory losses. accord- 
ing to James. 

James pointed out that an 
increase in the number of 
unemployed is not unusual 
for November the 
unemployment rate in Ala- 
bama has risen 6 out of the 
last 8 years. Prospects for 
December are not particular- 
ly promising either, he 
added. and unemployment 
historically increases in Jan- 
uary due to the termination 
of Christmas temporaries. 
James offered little hope for 
any Significant improvement 
in the state's economy before 
early spring
